Avila  Receives  Helene  Fuld  Trust  Grant 


Avila  College  has  received  a 
grant  from  the  Helene  Fuld 
Trust  in  the  amount  of  $31,672 
for  the  refurbishing  of  resi- 
dence hall  rooms  for  nursing 
students. 


“These  funds  have  been  made 
available  through  the  profound 
devotion  of  the  late  Dr. 
Leonhard  Felix  Fuld,  1883-1965, 
in  memory  of  his  mother,  Helene 
Fuld.”  (Trust  Letter) 


The  Helene  Fuld  Health  Trust 
is  the  largest  charitable  Trust 
dedicated  solely  to  the  health, 
education,  and  welfare  of  nurs- 
ing students. 

Dr.  Fuld,  the  initiator  and 
prime  builder  of  the  Foundation 
and  the  subsequent  Trust,  was 
born  in  New  York  City. 

Despite  his  interest  and  suc- 
cess in  the  financial  world,  Dr. 
Fuld  found  his  greatest  satisfac- 
tion in  his  work  in  the  field  of 
sanitation  and  public  health. 

Inspired  by  the  activity  of  his 
mother,  Helene,  who  was  a 
health  crusader  and  educator  in 
New  York  City  in  the  1880’s,  Dr. 
Fuld  established  the  Helene 
Fuld  Health  Foundation  in  1935 
to  perpetuate  her  memory.

* Little  Righteous  Anger  Brings  Out  Best’ 


Frederick  W.  Zuckerman,  Vice 
President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Chrysler  Corporation,  ad- 
dressed the  commencement  of 
Avila  College  on  May  7.  Portions 
of  Mr.  Zuckerman’s  remarks 
follow: 

“It’s  hard  to  ‘think  positively’ 
in  an  age  of  double-digit  unem- 
ployment . . . factories  that  are 
operating  in  first  gear  . . . and  a 
national  economy  that  is  gasp- 
ing under  the  load  of  huge 
budget  deficits. . . . 

“Well,  times  have  changed, 
America’s  economic  founda- 
tions have  gotten  shaky.  And 
you  folks  have  a difficult  road 
ahead  of  you.  But  that  does  not 
mean  you  men  and  women 
should  lower  your  sights, 
or  — worse  yet  — give  up  on 
America. 

“The  only  thing  we  seem  to  be 
missing  is  the  determination 


that  once  pushed  Americans  to 
great  heights.  That’s  where  you 
people  come  in,  I want  you  to 
get  angry  about  the  current 
state  of  affairs.  I want  you  to  get 
so  angry  that  you  kick  your 
elders  in  their  figurative 
posteriors  and  move  America 
off  dead-center. 

“A  little  righteous  anger  really 
brings  out  the  best  in  he 
American  personality.  Our  na- 
tion was  born  when  56  patriots 
got  angry  enough  to  sign  the 
Declaration  of  Independence. 
We  put  a man  on  the  moon 
because  Sputnik  made  us  angry 
at  being  Number  Two  in  space. 
Getting  angry  in  a constructive 
way  is  good  for  the  soul  — and 
for  the  country. 

“For  starters,  we  should  all  be 
angry  about  the  raw  deal  we’re 
getting  in  the  field  of  interna- 
tional trade.  Some  of  our  trading

partners  believe  that  their 
markets  are  their  markets  . . . 
and  that  our  markets  are  also 
their  markets. 

“I’ve  told  you  what  to  be  angry 
about.  Now  let  me  tell  you  what 
to  do  about  it:  Think  of  our  im- 
migrant forebears  who  turned 
their  anger  about  their  lives 
overseas  into  the  drive  that  built 
America. 

“We  have  to  help  ourselves, 
and  we  can  do  it  because  we  live 
in  a system  of  free  enterprise. 
We’re  free  to  get  to  work  and 
solve  these  problems  and  hold 
our  government  accountable. 
And  enterprise  simply  means 
hard  work. 

“So  get  angry,  and  get  to 
work  — we  have  to  rebuild 
America,  and  start  the  wheels 
turning  for  another  century  of 
world  leadership  and  prosperity.

Alfred  J.  Blasco,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Avila 
has  been  promoted  to  the 
Knight  of  the  Collar  of  the
